AN ACT authorizing an additional naval force 

for the suppression of piracy. 

Sec. 1, Beit enacted by the Senate and House of 
Renresentatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the President of the 
United States be, and he is hereby authorised to 
purchase or censtruct, a sufficient nnmber of ves- 
sels, in addition to those now employed, of such 
burthen and construction as he may deem necessa- 
ry ; and tofit, equip, and man the same for imme- 
diate service ; for the purpose of suppressing pi- 
racy, and of affording effect.al protection to the 
citizens and commerce of the United States, in the 
Gulph of Mexico, and the seas and territories ad- 
jacent. 

Src. 2. And be it further enacted, That the 
sum of 160,000 dollars be appropriated to meet the 
expenditure to be incurred as aforesaid, and paid 
out of any money in the treasury not otherwise ap-
